Denver, Col., March 9— Proceedings 
In the joint convention of the general 
assembly indicate a deadlock in the 
gubernatorial contest. Twenty-two re- 
publican members joined forces with 
the democrats on a test vote and these 
republicans, it is reported, have 
agreed to stand together in favor of 
seating Lieut. Gov. Jesse A. McDon- 
ald as governor. There are 44 other 
republican members that can be de- 
pended upon, it is said, to vote for 
James H. Peabody, the contestor. This 
is five less than a majority. The dem- 
ocratic vote of 31 on joint ballot will 
be cast solidly for Gov. Adams. Im- 
mediately after the joint convention 
assembled, a motion was made for the 
addition of the majority report of the 
contest committee in favor of the con- 
test committee in favor of seating 
Peabody as governor. 

The Alexander Report. 

The democrats were silent and a 
Peabody republican member moved as 
an amendment the adoption of the 
democratic report of Adams. Anoth- 
er Peabody republican moved the 
adoption of Senator Morton Alexan- 
der’s report, declaring the governor- 
ship vacant, and awarding the office 
to Lieut. Gov. McDonald. Speaker W. 
H. Dickson made a point of order that 
the Alexander report could not be ac- 
cepted as there were only two parties 
to the contest, Peabody and Adams. 
Chairman McDonald (lieutenant gov- 
ernor) maintained the point of order. 

The assembly refused to sustain the 
chair by a vote of 52 to 42. This 
places the Alexander report before the 
joint convention. Before a motion 
could be made on the minority repub- 
lican report in favor of Gov. Adams 
a motion to take a recess was carried 
overwhelmingly. 

Aid of Certain Repuolicans. 

A plan for disposing of the contest 
and retaining Adams in the chair was 
announced by the Adams supporters. 
It is to be brought about by the aid of 
certain republicans, though they will 
not be required to vote directly to seat 

^l^^^ams / peopte,° r tliey* have secured 
the signatures of 22 republican mem- 
bers of the legislature to an agree- 
ment to vote down all three reports 
from the contest committee. With 
the 31 democrats who, it is reported, 
will act with the republicans above 
mentioned, the result will be a ma- 
jority of four. By defeating all three 
reports the effect will be to allow Ad- 
ams to retain his seat. On the other 
hand, the Peabody republicans claim 
that they have 46 pledged to stand to- 
gether for Peabody. 

THE OIL FIGHT IN KANSAS. 

Prairie Oil and Gas Co. Strikes a Hard 
Blow at the Producers. 

Independence, Kan., March 9. — The 
Prairie Oil and Gas Co., the Kansas 
branch of the Standard Oil Co., issued 
an order to the effect that hereafter 
no Kansas oil testing below 30 de- 
grees gravity will be bought by the 
company. This affects nearly two- 
thirds of the Kansas product. The 
order is characterized as the hardest 
blow yet struck by the Prairie Co. at 
the Kansas oil producers, as it means 
that practically no oil will be taken 
by this concern in Kansas outside of 
the bottom Independence field, Neo- 
desha, Tyro and Chautauqua counties. 

NATURALIZING ALIENS. 

A Commission Appointed To Investi- 
gate the Subject. 

Washington, March 9. — The secre- 
tary of state has designated Gaillard 
Hunt, chief of the passport bureau, to 
be a member of the commission to in- 
vestigate the subject of the naturali- 
zation of aliens. The commission is 
to consist of three members, one from 
the state department, one from the 
department of justice and one from 
the department of commerce and la- 
bor, and will report to the president. 

Large Number of Spies Captured. 

Mukden, March 9. — A large number 
of Japanese and Chinese? spies have 
been captured the last three days 
within the Russian lines. The former 
were specially bold. A Japanese offi- 
cer in full uniform was captured in- 
side the position of the Russian bat- 
teries. 

Russian Spies Beheaded. 

New Chwang, March 9. — With Jap- 
anese flags flying, a band of Chinese 
bandits beheaded two young Russians 
who were alleged to be spies at Sing- 
mlntin. The first one executed was 
evidently an officer, but he was wear- 
ing a Chinese overcoat. 

Death of Rr. Adm. E. S. Houston. 

Lancaster, Pa., March 9. — A private 
cable received here announces *the 
death at Lausanne, Switzerland; of Rr. 
Adm. Edwin S. Houston, U. S. N., re- 
tired, aged 60 years.

MUKDEN BURNING. 

The Sky Is Lighted With the 
Glare ot Warehouses Now 
Being Destroyed. 

RUSSIAN ARMY IS RETREATING. 



The Withdrawal Was Necessitated by 

a Heavy Concentration of J apanese 
West and Northwest of Mukden. 

Field Marshal Oyama Has Once More 

Proved Himself One of the Great- 
est Masters of Offensive Strat- 
egy Since Napoleon. 

Mukden, March 9. — The Russian 
army is leaving positions south and 
southeast of Mukden. The sky is 
lighted with the brilliant glare of 
burning warehouses, where tons of 
commissary supplies have been given 
to the flames. The retirement is be- 
ing effected in perfect order, the Rus- 
sians beating off attacks of pursuing 
Japanese. The withdrawal w T as neces- 
sitated by a heavy concentration of 
Japanese west and northwest of Muk 
den, whither they have transferred a 
large share of the forces from the 
southern front to reinforce the onfi-

St. Petersburg, March 9. — The bat- 
tle of Mukden has resulted in a Rus- 
sian defeat. Field Marshal Oyama 
has once more proved himself one of 
the greatest masters of offensive strat- 
egy since Napoleon, while Gen. Kuro- 
patkin is now engaged in endeavoring 
to defend his title as a master of suc- 
cessful retreats and bring off his 
army, with its immense train, safely 
to Tie Pass, where a position was 
long ago prepared with this contin- 
gency in view. 

Threatened on Both Flanks. 

The problem before the Russian 
commander-in-chief is more difficult 
than the one he met successfully at 
Liao Yang, since now' he is threat- 
ened on both flanks, his left wing be- 
ing entangled in a mountainous region 
far from the railroad. Nevertheless 
Russian military men here express a 
fair degree of confidence in Gen. Ku- 
ropatkin’s ability once mor6' to extri 
cate his army and avoid a Russian Se- 
dan. Besides his skill in rear guard 
action, they base their hopes on the 
physical condition of the Japanese 
soldiers, who, though they are conced- 
ed to be the greatest marchers in the 
world, are w T ell nigh exhausted by 
their strenuous endeavors of the last 
fortnight. 

Only to the initiated is the news of 
the reverses positively known at this 
time. Emperor Nicholas .and high 
military oficers of course were inform- 
ed by Gen. Kuropatkin’s telegram of 
Tuesday, stating tersely that Mukden 
must be abandoned, and they received 
details of the beginning of the with- 
drawal as they appeared in excised 
! portions of the official dispatches giv- 
| en out. 

Japanese Were Reckless. 

All reports indicate that the Japan- 
ese were utterly reckless of sacrifices, 
making attack after attack, especially 
on the center and westward against 
machine guns and iufantiy fire, which 
literally mowed down the advancing 
columns, making human flesh so 
cheap that the survivors could bastion 
themselves behind piles of corpses. 

After this action Gen. Kuropatkin’s 
deposition may be regarded as cer- 
tain. War Minister Sakarahoff is pick- 
ed as his probable successor, though 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaevitch, 
of the board of strategists, may be en- 
trusted with the direction of affairs. 
A strong faction of the army, those 
high in influence about the emperor, 
opposed Gen. Kuropatkin from the 
first, and though his early defeats 
were condoned because it was real- 
ized that Gen. Kuropatkin was doing 
all that man could with the tools at 
his command, it is now' felt that after 
twice having had the opportunity to 
show what he can do with a powerful 
army, and having failed to accomplish 
victory, his removal is advisable. A 
high military official said that the em- 
peror had had enough of a general 
whose interpretation of a victory was 
a successful retreat. 









THE NEW YORK STRIKE. 

A Decided Improvement in the Condi- 
‘ tion of Railway Traffic. 

New York, March 9. — A very decid- 
ed improvement in the conditions of 
traffic on the subway and elevated 
railroads marked the second day of 
the strike of the employes of the In- 
terborough Co. This was especially 
so on the subway, on w'hich by the 
time the evening rush hours express 
service had been established and af- 
fairs had almost resumed their nor- 
mal aspect. On the elevated lines 
service was more irregular, but con- 
tinued to improve, especially on the 
Sixth avenue line. There was prac- 
tically no disorder and only a few 
minor accidents occurred during the 
day. 

Rumors are afloat that the strikers 
expected to make a grand coup by 
inducing the employes in all the pow- 
er houses to join them in a sympa- 
thetic strike. This w’ould result in an 
immediate interruption of traffic on 
all lines. Officials of the company 
were disposed te ridicule the possibil- 
ity of the power house men striking 
but said that even should they do so, 
the trouble would be of short dura- 
tion, as the places of all could be 
filled within four hours., 

EXPLOSION IN A CHURCH. 

One Woman Killed and 26 Other Per- 
sons Seriously Injured. 

Salt Lake City, Utah, March 9. — An 
explosion of illuminating gas in the 
cellar of the Mormon meeting house 
at Granger, caused the death of Nel- 
lie Mackey and seriously injured 26 
other persons, mostly young women 
and children. The meeting house was 
wrecked. While the Granger Mutual 
Improvement association was in ses- 
sion the lights went out. A boy went 
into the cellar with a lamp and the 
explosion followed. 

POWDER EXPLOSION. 

Little Child Killed and Its Parents 
Seriously Burned. 

Dubois, Pa., March 9. — Anthony Ba- 
ker and wife were seriously burned 
and their little child was instantly 
killed by a powder explosion at their 
home in this city. Baker, who is a 
miner, was about to start to work 
when he picked up a five-pound can of 
powder and swung it over his shoul- 
der. A small stream of the powder 
fell on the hot stove, ignited and, fol- 
lowing the stream to the can, the five 
pounds exploded. 

Dined With Gen. MacArthur. 

Tokio, March 9. — Lieut. Gen. Terau- 
chi Masaki, minister of war, dined 
with Gen. MacArthur at the Ameri- ! 
can legation. Twenty high officers of 
the army and navy with their staffs 
were present. The president and em- 
peror were toasted. 

Gen. Kuropatkin Reinforced. 

London, March 9. — The Times’ St 
Petersburg correspondent says that 
Gen. Kuropatkin received considerable 
reinforcements a few' days ago and 
that it is hoped these fresh troops will 
stave off a crushing defeat and save 
his stores. 

Gen. Kuropatkin’s Faults. 

St. Petersburg, March -9. — A general 
who has just returned from the front 
says that Gen. Kuropatkin’s faults as 
commander-in-chief are due to his 
bureaucratic training and his desire 
to keep all the reins in his own hands. 

Naval Dock Yards Employes Strike. 

% St. Petersburg, March 9. — The work- 
men have struck in the Baltic naval 
dock yards because three of their rep 
resentatives to the workmen’s confer 
encea have been arrested. The direc 
tor threatens to close the works. 

Gen. Stoessel Is Exonerated. 

Glasgow, March 9. — The St. Peters 
burg correspondent of the Glasgow 
Herald has wired that the Russian 
council of war has exonerated Gen. 
Stoessel for the abandonment of Port 
Arthur. 

Received By the President. 

Washington, March 9. — Capt. Seth 
Bullock and his company of cowboys 
whose picturesque appearance was a 
feature of the inaugural parade, were 
given a reception by the president.

Cleveland, O., March 9. — The case 
of the government against Mrs. Chad- 
wick was completed. The entire aft- 
ernoon session of the court was taken 
up by the introduction as evidence of 
character deposit slips, books of the 
bank and two letters written by Mrs, 
Chadwick to Beckwith and Spear. 

The most important point made by 
the state in its entire case was gain- 
ed when District Attorney Sullivan, 
after a hard fight with the attorneys 
for the defense, secured the admission 
as evidence of two drafts aggregating 
$80,000 issued by the Oberlin bank in 
favor of Mrs. Chadwick August 24, 
1903. On this same date Mrs. Chad- 
wick obtained from the bank a certi- 
fied check for $12,500, and Receiver 
Lyon testified that there was nothing 
on the books of the bank to show that 
at the time of receiving the drafts and 
the check Mrs. Chadwick had a cent 
of money in the bank or was in any 
way entitled to credit. 

The drafts were entered on the 
books of the bank one month and five 
days after being issued. During this 
time the books of the Oberlin bank 
showed that the money was held to 
its credit at the Importers and Trad- 
ers’ National bank in New York, while 
it was in reality in the possession of 
Mrs. Chadwick, 

The Arguments. 

It is believed that only a part of 
the next session of the court will be 
required for the witnesses for the de- 
fenses, and that the attorneys will 
commence their arguments by Thurs- 
day afternoon at the latest. 

Both sides expressed themselves as 
pleased with the case as made out by 
the government. 

Two letters written by Mrs. Chad- 
wick to Beckwith and Spear were 
read during the afternoon session, 
and afforded considerable amusement 
to the court. The letter first read was 
written jointly to Beckwith and Spear, 
and related to a loan which Mrs. 
Chadwick had secured from W. L. Fay, 
of Elyria, O. It declared that the wri- 
ter had given a check to Fay, and 
when he came to see them about it, 
all they bad trv do was to say that 
they had agreed to extend her paper. 
It would not be necessary for them to 
say anything beyond that. The letter 
concluded: “He said that you would 

be surprised to see the check in his 
hands, so you had better be surprised 
If you don’t say it, you can look it.” 

The second letter was written to 
Spear alone. In It Mrs. Chadwick ask- 
ed him to certify a check to be given 
by her to Henry Wurst, of Elyria, say- 
ing that she would get the goods in 
the east to meet the check, “so draw 
a check for $15,000,” the letter said, 
“and I will sign it, and pay well for it. 
I am about to do something of great 
interest to us all.”

make the department an educational 
institution on all subjects, scientific and 
practical, that deal with agriculture. 

During the last fiscal year this de 
partment issued 972 separate bulletins, 
a big Increase over the year before, and 
they comprised l/early 22.000 printed 
pages. The total number of copies of 
all publications sent out during the 
year was 12.421,386. In five years the 
publication work of this department has 
been doubled. In recent years the re- 
quests from educational institutions 
have greatly increased, with normal 
schools taking the lead. 

It has been the policy of Secretary 
Wilson to see that these educational 
institutions are supplied with all 
they want. It is a pretty heavy 
draft upon the department’s resources, 
as the demands for documents vary in 
number from 40 to 50 copies of some 
special class to as many as 6,009 to 

7,000 requested by state superintend- 
ents for general distribution to teach- 
ers. The expenditure of money in this 
distribution is regarded, however, as 
fully justified, as it advances the edu- 
cational work of the department. 
There is every prospect that these re- 
quests for school supplies will greatly 
increase in the future. The burden 
upon the United States mail service is 
as great as is the expense of preparing 
and printing these documents, but 
that, too, is regarded as amply justi- 
fied.

That which 
has ended was largely an inheritance 
from the martyred McKinley, and Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has done his best to 
carry out his predecessor’s policy, and 
to redeem McKinley’s promises. 

Mr. Roosevelt has at his disposal 
6,203 “plums,” carrying salaries any- 
where from $17,500 a year to nothing. 
These are civil offices known as “presi- 
dential,” whose incumbents must be 
confirmed by the senate. They are 
places in the civil branch that are not 
covered by the civil service. In addi- 
tion, of course, there are permanent 
commissions in the army, navy and ju- 
diciary, but these, do not count in the 
distribution of what are recognized as 
political poafcions. The most produc- 
tive part of the presidential plum or- 
chard is that in the post office de- 
partment. There are 5,082 places at 
the disposal of the president, all but 
14 of them being postmasterships of 
the first, second and third class. The 
fourth class postmasterships, which 
carry less than $1,000 salary, are not 
distributed by the president. 

In the stafe department there are 
five ambassadorships paying $17,500 
per year each; two ambassadorships, 
those at Vienna and Rome, paying 
$12,000. There are 30 ministers who 
receive $12,000 to $4,000 per annum; 
then there are secretaryships .of em- 
bassies and legations paying from 
$1,500 to $2,625 each. The total num- 
ber of presidential appointments under 
the state department amounts to 1,169.

President McKinley, which put Theo- 
dor® Roosevelt at the head of the gov- 
ernment, Mr. Frye has continuously 
presided over the senate as its presi- 
dent pro tem. He will doubtless con- 
tinue to enjoy that honor and fill the 
presiding officer’s chair when Vice 
President Fairbanks is away, but the 
Indiana senator, as vice president, will 
wield the gavel by right of his office. 
It is regarded as fortunate that a mem- 
ber of the senate succeeds to the vice 
presidency. 

Mr. Frye will be welcomed back on 
the floor of the senate, where he long 
ago earned distinction as one of the 
strong debaters in that body. He has 
been at the head of the senate com- 
mittee on commerce for many years, 
and on all measures that come from 
that committee he is an authority and 
his speeches are always informative and 
instructive. He has at his fingers’ tips 
all sorts of information on river and 
harbor improvements, as for many years 
he has virtually made those appropria- 
tion bills that pertain to this work.

portof New York receives $12,000. There 
are 123 collectorships of customs pay- 
ing from $1,000 up. Those at Phila- 
delphia and Boston pay $8,000; that 
at San Francisco, $7,000, but the aver- 
age compensation is about $5,000. In 
the treasury department there are 702 
presidential offices that are regarded 
as very attractive. There are eight as- 
sistant United States treasurers, one 
of whom in New York receives $8,000, 
or the same salary as the secretary of 
the treasury himself. 

Under the interior department there 
are 331 presidential berths, but the 
salaries range from only $1,200 to 
$4,000. In Lhe department of com- 
merce and labor there are 41, only one 
of which pays more than $6,000 a 
year. There are nine presidential of- 
fices in the war department; three in 
the navy department, and three in the 
department of agriculture. In the 
department of justice there are a so- 
licitor general, an assistant to the »t- 
torney general, six assistant attorneys 
general, and two solicitors; there are 
86 United States district attorneys and 
as many United States marshals.
